In the Specification 

The applicant has amended the specification of the Application 
to place it in better condition for review by the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office without adding any new subject matter. 
Attached to this Preliminary Amendment as Exhibit A is a copy of 
the Application with the amendments to the specification of the 
Application noted in handwriting on the text of the Application. 
Attached as Exhibit B is a copy of the Application with the 
handwritten amendments incorporated therein. 

In the Claims 

The Applicant cancels all claims as originally included with 
the Application, Claims 1 through 10 (see Exhibit A) and replaces 
them with new Claims 11 through 37. These claims are the only 
claims included in the amended Application which is attached as 
Exhibit B. These claims are in a better form for review by the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office than the claims of the 
PCT application. Exhibit A. No new subject matter is introduced 
into the Application by these new claims.
